-DEARTH OF HOUSES. 


On Saturday, September 4th, sev- 
ernl of our business people were vic¬ 
timized by A. P. Larkin, who, up till 
that time, had been employed .as jun¬ 
ior cleik in the 1 Bank of'Commerce, 
by passing worthless ,cheques. He 

used different methods at each stofe 
for cashing these cheques, buying 
goods in some stores and taking tiip 
balance in change and in others just 
cliangdig the cheques into cash. He 
was wel known and popular with alt 
the merchants and this fact made his 
work easy and after he hail succeeded 
in obtaining about $150.00 worth of 
goods and cash he quietly walked 
down to the depot and took the even¬ 
ing train for the south. After he had 
gone one of, the merchants became 
suspicious and went to the bank with 
the cheque he had been given to see 
ol it was O.K., and to see if he had 
a deposit and upon being informed to 
the contrary information of the ot 
curenee was given to the police, who. 
howev’er, could not do anything un¬ 
til after the cheques had been pie- 
sented at the bank. Monday \vas a 
honiday and therefore (his could not 
be done until the Tuesday, which de¬ 
lay gave him a good start in his get¬ 
away. When he left here he w,ent to 
Letlibriilge, but apparently doubled 
| right back again, for he was seen in 
| < 'algary on the Sunday and this was 
the last seen or heard of him until he 
turned up in Vancouver, where he 
presented a cheque to be cashed at 
tbe Bank of Commerce on the Bank 
of- Commerce at Vulcan for $150.00 
and got away with it, representing 
that he was stjll employed here but 
was on sick leave. From there he 
went to Victoria and again running 
short of the needful he presented a 
cheque on the 14th at the Bank of 
Commer ce there and being again suc¬ 
cessful in getting it cashed he got 
bolder ami presented another cheque 
on the 16th to be cashed. This last 
attempt proved to be his undoing and 
the nwtnajp'r ^ Ui|«4*nuk, rictrng upon 
informatflwJWigPwjd had 'him arrest¬ 
ed and he was .lodged in jail at that 
point on Friday last. When being 
questioned as to why he had commit¬ 
ted the ccrime, amoifg other reasons 
he gave was that he needed the’money 
because he was shortly to be married. 
In all probability he will be brought 
to Vulcan in the near future to stand 
trial for crimes committed heVP. 


Owing to the "unprecedented demand 
for houses this - fall in town, real es¬ 
tate has taken a big jump and those 
who have property for- sale are dis¬ 
posing of it at very remunerative 
prices. Several real estate deals have 
been put through the past few days 
and the' present occupiers of the 
houses have been given notice to quit. 
Where they are going to get another 
house in which to live is the problem 
these people arc confronted with now 
a, there are absolutely no houses in 
town to rent and several people with 
families are at a loss to know what 
they are going to do especially at this 
time of the year when the cold weath¬ 
er is coming on and when a good 
warm house is an absolute necessity, 
there has always been a shortage of 
houses in Vtilcan, but never so %eute 
as now and the only outlet to the sit¬ 
uation seems to • be for people to 
btiild their own homes which, to some 
people would be. rather a hardship 
when the prices of building material 
is taken into consideration. There 
seems to be a good opening for some¬ 
one with a little cupital to erect a few 
houses for renting purposes to relieve 
the situation, which, in these days of 
high rents would be a money mqking 
proposition. In the meantime the 
people who want houses must make 
out as best they can by either taking 
rooms in one of the boarding houses 
or start and build before the weather 
gets, too cold.

A premium of six per cent, will be 
levied by the hail insurance commis¬ 
sion of Alberta this year in munici¬ 
palities insured under the municipal 
hail insurance scheme. This is the 
same figure as last year. Where the 
crop is insured for $6.00 per acre, the 
premium will thus be 36 cents; 48 
cents where the crop is insured for 
<8.00 per acre; 60 cents whejj-e the 
insurance is for the r.-u\irdur amount 
of $10.00 per acre. The rate was 
strut 1. at a meeting of the provincial 
l.ad insurance board in th? Canada 
Life building this week. Half an 
I hour aftewards the staff was engaged 
•n calculating the taxes for^thc whole 

• of two and a hfalf million acres of Al- 
! berta crop insured by the commis- 
! sion. 

A notable feature of this year’s hail 
. insurance statistics is the compara¬ 
tively small number of withdrawals 
oil account of drough. These figures 
indicate in a striking way the vastly 
improved conditions prevailing 
throughout the province this year a.; 
compared with last. In 1&UH371.000 
acres were withdrawn on account of 
1 drought between June 15 and July 20. 
’Phis year only 40,000 acres, or one- 
: fourteenth as large Art area, was vith- 
drawn<hetween the same dates for the 
j same ckW-. The withdrawals were 
| principally in the extreme south and 
j extreme east. 

! In 1919 the total area insured 
■ throughout the season within the 
■hail insurance district was about 1,- 
j 600,000 acres. This year over two 
! million acres' was insured in the same 
| area. Last year the acreage insured 
outside the hail insurance district-was 
about 100,000 acres. —This ypar it 
was 281,286 acres. Lswt^ar the 
maximum indemnity w.y $8.00 per 
acre. This year the maximum wa 
raised to $10.00 per acre, and over 80 
per cent, of the insurance was writ¬ 
ten at the maximum amount. Last 
-year the total amount of insurance 
carried was about $13;300,000. This 
year the total insurance carried was 
over $21,000,000, an increase of ovei 
60 per cent. , ^ 

• 'file total number of claims this 
year is practically the same as last 
year, a little over 260, but on account 
of the higher indemnity, and because 
the total awards are about $850,0(57) as 
the storms were more severe this year 
compared With 504,000 last year. One 
storm on July 26 entailed a loss of 
about $300,000. All the claims of the 
year have been adjusted except five 
that came in late from a storm in 
September 9 noith of Edmonton. 

This premium pf p par cent, will pay 
the losses', the costs of administration 
and will enable the board, tp, set aside 
a substantial sum on their reserve, to 
be added to the $100,000«*et aside last 
year, and which is now invested in 
provincial bonds. In spite of the fact 
that wages and salaries have increas¬ 
ed, that the cost of printing and all 
olfice supplies is much higher than 
last year, and the expenses of adjust¬ 
ment are considerably greater, the 
rate remains the san e as last year, 
which the bonrd believes makes a very 
satisfactory showing.

_ But with the charge of 46 cents for 
sirloin steak and other cuts in pio- 
oortion he would easily make more, 
than I0(f per cent on his turnover. In 
other words, for about two days 
work he would get more than the 
faYmer got for growing tl^e animal 
and delivering it to town. >-• , 

I)o we sympathize with the farmer 
for the low price that he received for 
his animal, compared with the price 
which the butcher got for his meat? 
Not at all; if he had been Wide-awake 
end a reader of The Maiket Examine! 
lie would have known that fat young 
cows were woith more than 7 cent 0 
per pound. 

Do we. sympathize with the people 
who are paying thas small town pro¬ 
fiteer 45 cehts pel' pound for beef 
that cost him only 7 cents on foot? 
Not a bit. If they had any fight in 
them they would prepare their meat 
. upply in the winter. They would 
have eggs and poultry at this time of 
year and thus make themselves inde¬ 
pendent of their profiteering neigh-' 
bcjr. All of these things the small 
town residents can do. The city dwol- 
er is to a large extent helpless in 
this matter, 

A submissive purchasing publ'c is 
Uic principal reason for the pre.-enco 
of thep rofiteer. When that idea 
takes hold of the purchasing public 
they will lose their submissive ness 
nd the profiteer will vanish. This 
does not mean that the public will re- 
ort to violence to defend themselves 
but that they will develop more re¬

Mr. W. M. Hamilton returned to 
High River on I.ahor Day and re¬ 
sumed his post as manager of the 
Dominion Bank, after an absence of 
eleven weeks, during Which he ac ; 
companied the Canadian trapshoot¬ 
ing team which paiticipated in flic 
l Olympic games held in Antwerp. Bel¬ 
gium. Mr. Hamilton, who was ac¬ 
companied by, his wife-, left Quebec 
with other members of the team on 
July 8th, on the S. S. Victorian, ar¬ 
riving at Liverpool on Jyly 18, which 
pi evented the Canadian team frbnr 
i participating in the tournament held 
! by the Middlesex Gun Club at Hen- 
! don, which is the premier shoot in the 
i year for the whole of Europe, Mr. 
Hamilton says tlmt one must, take oft 
their hat to the Britisher for sports¬ 
manship and that spirit was very 
much in evidence at this meet. Like 
in every other sport in which they 
participate, and while they are anx¬ 
ious to win, they will give their op¬ 
ponents every advantage, and after 
having lost would be the first to con¬ 
gratulate the winners. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, the Canadians were -unable to en¬ 
ter this competition, owing to delay- 
in sailing, which all deeply regretted. 

From Liverpool the party left for 
London, arriving there the same day, 
where they remained until Tuesday 
morning, when they left for Ant¬ 
werp, going via Dover to. Osteml, 
they by tj-ain to Antweip through 
Brussels. 

Wednesday morning after arrival 
the teams were allowed twenty bird® 

| practice shooting ami the match start¬ 
ed on Thursday, continuing until Sat- 
I utday night. Teams from Britain, 
Canada," Fiance, Belgium, United 
States, Holland, Sweden and Denmars 
competed in the trapshooting events. 

Tfie 1 nited States finished first 
Sweden second, Belgium third, Brit¬ 
ain fourth and Canada fifth, in the 
team shoot. In the individual shoot, 
five Americans won 'the . first five 
places, while’ Mr. Montgomery from 
I Beainsv.ille, Ont., finished sixth, out of 
I” entries, with Mr. Hamilton seventh 
' on the list. The next day a consola¬ 
tion cup contest was won by the 
( anadian team, which was put up by 
the members of the Belgium team. 

* After the shoot the Canadians mo 
tored from Brussels through Courl- 
vai and Ghent as far as Ypres and 
viewed- that part of the Flanders 
fiont where the Huir held sWay s« 
long. The havoc wrought by war may 
still be seen and these great hattle- 
■fields have been left in the same state 
as they were when the armistice was 
Onanged. Upon the battlefields may 
be seen huge war tanks, guns, rifles, 
shells, tienehes, etc, with poppies 
growing luxurantly about, and this 
scene of desolation is tp be left and 
irfpintainod as a memorial to the 
u'orldt as a ,teiTible example of what 
v ar moans to an invaded country. 
At ’Ypres, the place has not bo^n res 
built, ami there are. eating houses 
here and there for the accomodation 
of the tourists coining to see this his¬ 
toric battlefield. In the brief space 
rr^tfme lie was in Belgium, Mr. Haiti- 
] ilten enjoyed the hospitality extended 
by the Belgians. At bne meal the 
Canadians wore informed that the 
-meat lieing served was horse meat 
and it proved to be a delicious mor¬ 
sel to Mr. Hamilton, although 011 c 
member refused to partake thereof, 
j’ln going through the farming district 
io-’ Belgium, lie was suiprised to see 
the Intensive fanning being emried 
j on by the natives, who. were veiy 
I prosperoift and had quite recovered 
from the. shock of the war. There 
are no fences as it takes up too much 
space and the line’ of demarkation is 
sometimes a narrow space-of land of 
four or six inches between the two 
farms. Mr. Hamilton did not go to 
Paris us London in the fog looked 
good to him and he.wanted to spend 
all the spare time in that city. Leav¬ 
ing Liverpool on August sixth, the 
party returned to Canada, delighted 
with their trip and vowing tllat at 
■ some future date they would return 
and renew the * delightful acquaint¬

The following letter from Mr. 
Cameron, who \ was in charge of the 
exploration party, of which Mr. J. 
C. McDougall was a member, was ad- 
dref sod to the Mounted 'Police officer 
in charge of the Great Slave Lake 
subdistrict, which fully explains the 
circumstances of the sad drowning ac¬ 
cident: 

I greatly regret having to advise 
you that two members of my survey 
party are missing and I fear that 
they have lost their lives in the Lake. 

I put these two men, Messrs, N, T. 
Kooning and J. C. MacDougall, ashore 
from my motor launch on Thursday 
evening, August 12th at a point about 
halfway between Presqu’ He Point 
and Sulphur Point. I instructed them 
to make a necessary examination of 
son e high ground lying about five to- 
t«n miles south of the Lake shoie 
and then to proceed either to Hay 
liver or until I picked them up again 
in the launch, I in the meantime in- 
, tending to visit Windy Point to as¬ 
sure myself that every thing was 
well there. On August 13th a strong 
wind came up from the northwest 
anil held me iiTIKBrbour at Hay river 
until Sunday the 15th, when it had 
blown out. I left Hay river that 
morning with the launch to .take two 
other men of my party to a river 
mouth near Demarai.s point, intending 
if possible, on my return to proceed 
hack towards Buffalo river to pick up 
Ronning and McDougall before mak¬ 
ing the projected trip to Windy Point. 

By noon on Sunday it was blowing 
a gale from the northeast and it was 
only with difficulty that I was able 
to make the shelter of j^Hay river 
again, without having landed the two 
men at Demarais. This second 
storm came up quite suddenly and un¬ 
expectedly and I was somewhat anx¬ 
ious over Ronning and McDougall, as 
they were due to be on the Lake and 
heading towards Hay river by that 
time. The storm continued, however, 
until Wednesday and it Was noon 
Thursday, August 19th before I could 
again get away from Hay river, 
though I made an attempt on the af¬ 
ternoon of Wednesday, August- 18th, 
and was forced to turn back on ac¬ 
count of the sea running. On Thurs¬ 
day I proceeded towards Sulphur 
Point, expecting to meet the men on 
the water as the lake was quiet and 
the travelling good. I travelled the 
full distance back to the east of Sul- 
phus Point to the point where I had 
landed the two men at work a weelc 
before.

I found no signs of them and 
returned to Hay river at midnight 
that night. The next day, Friday, 
August 19th, I assembled the temain- 
der of my party and priceeded* to 
seaich the shore. A shirt distance 
west of Sandy’Creek (five miles east 
of Hay river) I < found the canoe 
washed ashore and partly filled with 
sand. It had undoubtedly been there 
several days, probably since about 
Sunday. I thereupon landed a party 
of three with instructions to examine 
the shore carefully as fur east as Sul¬ 
phur Point, while I took the .launch 
to the point where we had first land¬ 
ed the two missing men. There I 
landed a party of two to find the 
camp an d trace their movements 
from it and to examine the shore 
westward to Sulphur Point, in the 
hope that the canoe had perhaps got 
away from them and the two men 
welc stranded ashore. These opera¬ 
tions took until yesterday, Sunday, 
August 22ind, when I picked up the 
two search parties about 5 p.m., at 
Sulphur Point. The camp had been 
found and evidence that the'men had 
left it to journey inland and had re¬ 
turned to it again. There was no 
evidence anywhere along the shore 
of a cache of supplies and equipment 
such as would be left if the canoe had 
drifted away and they had been forc¬ 
ed -to travel overland. I returned tej 
Hay river lasl/night and sent a party 
out to-day to search the shore from 
here to Sandy Cfeek. They have 
just returned bringing with them the 
sail belonging to the canoe. These, 
the sail and canoe, arc the only pieces 
of evidence I have been able to col¬ 
lect, but they seem conclusive that 
the two men were lost in the storm 
that started on Sunday the 15th. That 
was the only day between August 12th 
when I landed them arid August 19th 
for them

But we are 
heartlly sjek of continually jailing and 
fining men. Thin methpd has been 
tried, time out of mind. Let us now 
vote the whole shameful tiaffie out of 
the land, not only for the sake of the 
drinker himself, but that the rising 
generation may be spared the curse 
that has blasted the lives of untold, 
thousands.
